It has been affirm'd by ſome who beft knewNew- England, 
Thar the World will do Nrw-England a great piece of Injuſtice, if it acknow- 
ledge not a meaſure of Religion, Loyalty,: Honeſty and Induſtry, in the People 
there, beyond what is to be found with any other People for the Number of 
them. When I did a few years ago, publiſh a Book, which mentioned a few 
memorable Whchcrafts, commirred in this Country ; the excellent Baxter, 
graced the Second Edition of that Book, with a kind Preface, wherein he (ces 
cauſe ro ſay, If any are Scandaliztd, that New-England, & place of as ſirious 
Pitty, as any I can bear of, under Heaven, ſhould be troubled ſo much with - 
Witchts; I think, "tis no wonder : Where will the Detil ſhow moſt Malice, but 
where be is bated, and bateth moſt: And I hope, the Country wilt till deſerve 
and anſwer rhe' Charity ſo expreſſed by that Reverend Man of.

Aﬀoctiations, have had rhejr Meetings whergar Ecclefiaftical Matters of common, þ.

- Tie firſt Planrers of theſe Galonies 
were a choſen Generation of Men, who were firſt (© pure, as to diſreliſh many 
things which they thought wanted Reformation elſewh:re; and yer withal (6 
peaceab'e, that they embraced a voluntary Exilc in a (qualid, horrid, Americas 
Deſart, rather chan to live in Conentions with their Brethren, Thoie good 
Micn imegined that rhey fhould leave . their Poſterity, in a place, where they 
ſhould never (ce the Laroads of-Profanicy,. or Superſticion : And a famous Per- 
ſon returning hence, could in a Sermon before. the Pa:liamenc, profeſs, [ hav?

ont Oath ſworn, or beveid one Beggar in the Streets a7 the while. Such grear 
Perſons as Bade, aud others, who miſtcok Sir Thomas 4709rs UTOPIA; 
for a Country really exiſtent, and ſtirr'd up ſome Divines charitably to undex- 
tike aVoyage thicher, might now have certainly found a Truth 1n chetr Miſtake; 
New-England was a true Vtapia, Bur, alas, the Children and Servants of thole 
old Planters muſt nceds aff :rd many. degenerare Plants, and. there is now ni- 
fea up a Number of People, otherwiſe inclined than our Foſhua's, and the El- 
ders that out-liv'd them. Thoſe-wwo things our holy Progenitors, and our hap- 
py Advantages make Omiſſions of Duty, and ſuch Spirttval Diſorders as the 
whole World abroad is overwhelmed with, to be as provoking in us, as the 
moſt flagicious Wickedacfſcs commirted in other places 3 and. the. Miniſters of 
God are accordingly ſevere in their Teſtimonjes : Bur in ſhore, thoſe Interefjs 
of the Goſpel, wh'ch were the Errand of our Fathers into theſe Ends of the

[ belteve, chat never were more Satanical Devices uſed for the Unſcr.ing of any 
People under the Sun, than what have been Employ'd for the Extirpation of 
the Vine which God has here Planted, Caſting out the Heathen, and preparing a 
Room before it, and cauſing it td tabe deep Root, and fill toe Land, ſo that it 
ſent its Boughs unto the Atlantic Sea Eaſtward, and its Branches unto the Con- 
Ricut River Weſtward, and tht Hills were covered with the ſhadow thertof. 
ut, All choſe Attempts of Hell, have hicherto been Abortive, many an Ebex- 
exer has been EreRed unto the Praiſe of God, by His Poor People here ; and. 
Having obtained Help from God, wt continue to this Day. Wherefore the Devit - 
is now making one Arrermpe more uper us; an Atrempt more Difficule, more 
Surprizing,more ſnarl'd with unintelligible Circumſtances than any chat we have 
hitherro Enccuntred ; an Atrempr fo Critice!, that if we ger well through, we- 
ſhall ſoon Enjoy Halcyon Days with all the Viddreures of Hell Trodden wider our 
Fett. ' He has wanted his Iacarnate Legions to” Perſecure us, as the _ of 
God have 1n the orher Hemiſphere been Perſecured : he has therefore drawn- 
forch his more Spiritual ones to make an Arracque upon us.

An Army of Devils is horribly broke io upon 
the place which is the Center, and after a fort, the Firſt-bors of our. ExgtiſÞ 
Serlements : and the Houſes of the Good People there are fill'd with the dole-+ 
ful Shrieks of heir Children and Servants, Tormented by Invifible Hands, with 
Tortures alrogerher preternatural. After the M:\(chiefs rhere Endeavoured, and 
fiace in part Conquered, the terrible Plague, of Evil Angels, hath made its 
{s mco ſome other places, where other Perſons have beea in like mancer\ 
iabolically handled. Theſe our poor AﬀiRed Neighbours, quickly after they - 
become Infelted and Fifefied with thee Demnens, arrive 10 2 _—_ of Dif-- 
cerning thoſe which they conceive the Shapes of their Troublers 3 and norwith- - 
ſtanding the Great and Juſt Suſpiciog,that the Demons might Impoſe the Shapes - 
of Innocent Perſons 'in their Spectral!

If the 
Devils now can firike the minds of men wich any Poiſons of ſo fine a Compo- 
fition and Operation, tha ſcotes of Ianoccar People ſhall Unire, 1n Confeſſions 
. of a Crime, which we ſee aRually commited, it 15 a thing prodigious, beyond 
the Wogders of the former Ages, and it threatens no lefs than a fort of a Dif» 
ſolution upen the World. Now, by theſe Conſeſſi:ns 'ris Agreed, That the De- 
vil has made a dreadful Knot of Witches in the Country, and by the help of 
Witcbrs has dregdfully increaſed that Knot: That theſe Witches have driven a 
Trage of Commiſſioning their Confederate Spirits, to do all ſorts of Niſchiefs

There is a Number of our Good Neighbours, and ſome of them 
very particularly noted for Goodneſs and Vertue, of whom we may ſay, 
Lord, They are vexed with Devils. Their Tortures being primanly Inflicted 
on their Spirits, may indeed cauſe the Impreflions thereof upon their Bo- 


dies to be the leſs Darable, tho' rather the more Senſible : but they Endure 


Horrible Things; and many have been actually Murdered. Hard Cenſwres 
now beſtow'd upon theſe poor Sufferers, cannot but be very Difpleafing 
unto our Lord, who, as He ſaid, about fome that had been Burchered by 
a Pilate, in Luc. 13. 2, 3. Think ye that theſe were Sinners above others, be- 
cauſe they ſuffered ſuch Things ? I tell you No, But except ye Repent, ye ſhall all 
likewiſe Periſh:: Even fo, he now ſays, Think ye that they who now ſuffer by the 
Devil,” have been greater Sinners than their Neighbours? -No, Do you Repent 
of your own Sins, Leſt the Devil come to fall foul of you, as he has done to 
them. And if this be ſo, How Raſh a thing would ic be, if fuch of the 
poor Sufferers, as carry it with a Becoming Piety, Seriouſnels, and Hu- 
miliation under their preſent Suffering, ſhould be unjuſtly Cenſured 3 or 
have their very Calamity imputed unto them as a Crime?

In the mean time, We have no 
Bowels in us, if we do nat Compaſſionate the Diltreſied County of Eſſex, 
now crying to all thele Co:onies, Have pity on me, O ye my Friends, Have 
pity on me, for the Hand of the Lord has Touchtd me, and the Wrath of the De- 
wil has been therewithal turned wpon me. But indeed, it an hearty picy be duz 
to any, 'I am ſure, the Difficulcies which attend our Honourable fudges, 
do demand no Inconſiderable ſhare in-that Pity, What a Diticulr, whac

an Arduous Task; have thoſe Worthy Perſonages now upon their Hands ? 
To carry the Knife ſo exactly, - that on the one fide, there _ be no In- 
nocent Blood Shed, by too unſeeing a Zeal for the Children of Ijrael; and. 
that on the other ſide, there may be no Shelter given to thoſe Diabolical 
Works of Darkneſs, without the Removal whereof we never ſhall have 
Peace; or to thaſe Furies whereof ſeveral have kill'd more people perhaps 
than wauld ſerve to make a Village : His Labor, Hoc Opax eff !

Nor all this 
while, ought our Pity ta forget ſuch Accuſed ones, as call for indeed our 
moſt Compaſſionate Pity, till there. be fuller Evidences, that they are leſs 
worthy of it. If Satan have any where maliciouſly brought upon the 
Stage, thoſe that have hitherto had a juſt and good Rock of Reputation, 
for their juſt and good Living, among us ; If the Evil One have obtained a 
permiſſion to Appear, in the Figure of ſuch as wg kave cauſe to. think, have 
hitherto Abftained, even from the Appearance of | Exut : It is in Truth, 
fach an Invaſion upon Mankind, as may well Raiſe an Horror in us all :

Preſerved in Chriſt Feſus :. That is, as the Deſtroying Angel, could not med- 
dle with ſuch as had been diſtingutſhed, by the Bland of the Paſſeover on 
their Houſes : Flhus the Blood of the Lacd Jeſus Chriſt, Sprinkled on, our 


Souts,. viil-Prejerve us from the Devil.. Lhe Birds of prey Gandindeed the: 
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Devils. molt literally in the ſhape of great Birds! ) are flying about : Would 
we find a Covert from thele Vultures ? Let us then Hear our Lord Jeks 
from Heaven Clocquing unto us, O that you would be gathered under my wings! 
Well; When this 15 done, Then let us own the Covenant, which we are 
now come into, by joining our ſelves to a Particular Church, walking in the 
Order of the Goſpel ; at the doing whereof, according to that Covenant of 
God, We give up Our ſelves unto the Lord, and in Him unto One Ano- 
ther. White others have had their Names Entred in the Devils Bock ; let 
our Names be found in the Church Book, and let us be Writtes among the 
Living in Feruſalem. By no means let, Church work ſink and fail in the 
midſt of us; but let the Tragical Accidents which now happen, excecdingly 
Quicken that wsrk. So many of the Riſmg Generation, utterly forgetting 
the Errand of our Fathers to build Churches in this Wilderneſs, and fo ma- 
ny of our Ctages being allow'd to Live, where they do not, and perhaps 
cannot, Wait upon God with the Churches of His People ; 'tis as likely as 
any one thing to procure the ſwarmings of Witch crafts among us. But ir 
becomes us, with a like Ardour, to bring our poor Childres with us, as we 
ſhall do, when we come our ſelves, into the Covenant of God.

cy, and fo Emailag of Devilliſa upon them ! Now, as the Pſalmiſt could 
ſay, My Zea lhath conſumed me, becauſe my Enemies have forgotten thy words : 
Even'ſo, let the Nefarious wickedneſs of thoſe thaz have Explicitly dedi- 
cated their Children tothe Devil, even with Deviliſh Symbols, of fuch 
a Dedication, Provoke our Zeal to have our Children, Sincerely, Signal- 
ly, and openly. Conſecrated unto God 5; with an Education afterwards afſu- 
ring and confirming that Confecration. 

VIL Let our Prayer go up with great Faith, againſt the Devil, that comes 
down in great Wrath.

Lord faid of the Devil in Matt. 179.21. The Kmd goes not cut ut by Prayer and 
Faſt ing. Bur, Prayer and Faſtmg will ſoon make the Devil be gone. Here 
are Charms indeed! Sacred and Blefled Charms, which the Devil cannor 
ſtand before. A Premile of Gad, being v'ell managed in the Hands of them 
that are much upon their Knees, will fo refift the Devil, that he will 
Flee from ws. At every other Weapon the Devils will be too hard for us;, 
the Spirauel Wikednefes im High Places, nv maniteltly the Upper hand of 
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us; that Old Sertcnt will be to2 old for us, too cunning, too ſubtil ; they 
will {50n out wit us, if we think to Encounter them wich any Wit of our 
own. But when we come to Prayers, Incefſant and Vehement Prayers be- 
tors the Lord, theie we ſhall be too hard for them. When well-dire&ted 
Prayers, that greae Artillery of Lieaven, are brought in'o the Field, There 
methinks I ſee, There ore theſe workers of Iniquity fallen, all of them! And who

V Vhenthe Devil was going to be Diſpoſſeiſed of a Man, he Roard. out, 
Am I to be Tormented before my time ? You will Zorment the Devil, if you Re-

 &/ was on the Second of May in the Year 1687, that a moſt ingenious, 
accompliſhed and well-difpoſed Gentleman, Mr. Foſeph Beaoon, by 
Name, about Five a Clock in the Morning, as he lay, whether —_—— or 

aking 
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Waking he could not fay, ( but judged the latter of them) had a View of 
his Brother then at London, altho he was now himfelf at Our Boſton, diſtanced 
from him a thouſand Leagues. This his Brother appear'd unto him, in the 
Morning about Five a Clock at Bofon, having on him a Bengal Gown, 
which he ufually wore, with a Napkin tyed aboat his Head ; his Counte- 
nance was very Pale, Gaſtly, Deadly, and he had a bloody Wound on 
one fide of his Fore-head. Brother! ſays the Afﬀrighted Joſeph. Brother! 
Anſwered the Apparition. Said Foſeph, What's the matter Brother ? How 
came you here | The Apparition replied, Brother, I hawe been moſt barbarouſly 
and injuriouſly But chered, by a Debauched Drunken Fellow, to whom I never did 
any wrong in my Life. Whereupon he gave a particular Deſcription of the 
Murderer ; adding, Brother This Fellow changing his Name, is attempting to core 
over unto New-England, * Foy, or Wild ; Iould pray you on the firſt Arrival of 
either of theſe, to get an Order from the Governor, to Seize the Perſon, whom I have 
now deſcribed ; and then do you Indift him for the Murder of me your Brother ; Tl 
ſtand by you and prove the Inditment. And fo he Vanithed. Mr. Beacon was 
extreamly aſtoniſhed at what he had ſeen and hear'd ; and the People of the 
Family not only obſerved an extraordinary Alteration upon him, for the 
Week folfowing, bur have alſo given me under their Hands a full Teſtimo- 
ny, that he then gavechem an Accannt of this Apparition. 

All this white, Mr. Beacon had no advice of atry thing amils attending his 
Brother then in England ; but about the farter end of June following, he 
underſtood by the common ways of Communication, that the April betore, 
his Brother going in hafte by Night to call a Coach for a Lady, met. a Fel- 
low then in Drink, with his Doxy in his Hand: Some way or other the 
Fellow thonghe himfelf Aﬀeronted with the haſty paſſage of this Beacon, and 
immediately ran into the Fire-fide of 2 Neighbouring Tavera, from whence 
he fetch'd out a Fire-fork, wherewith he grievonfly wounded Beacon in the 
Skull; even in that very part where the Appariztion thow'd. his - Wennd. 
Of this Wound he Langnifhed nntil he Dyed on the Second of Adey, abour 
five of the Clock in the Morning at London. The Mutrderer it Teems was 
endearouring to Eſcape, as the Apparition affirmy'd, but the Friends of the 
Dricaſed Beacon, Seized him ; and Profecuring him at Law,. he found the 
help of ſach Friends as brought him off wirhonr the lofs of his Life; ſince 
which, there has no more been heard of the Buſinefs. | 

This Hiſtory I received of Mr. Foſeph Bearon himfelf; who a lictle before 
his own Pious and hopeful Death, which follow'd not long after, gave me 
the Story written and ſigned with his own Hand, and atteſted with the 
Circumſtances I have already mentioned. |

And that the Children Cry'd out of Amy Duny, and of Roſe Cullender, as 
affliting them with their Apparicions. 

IV. The Fits of the Children were various. They would ſometimes 
be Lame on, one ſide ; ſometimes on tother. Sometimes very fore ; 
ſometimes reſtored unto their Limbs, and then Deaf, or Blind, or Dumb, 
for -a long while together. Upon the Recovery of. their Speech, they 
would Cough extreamly ; and with much Flegm, they would bring up 
Crooked Pins ; and one time; a Two-penny Nail, wich a very broad 

| Head. Commonly at the end of every Fit, they would caſt up a Pin. 

. When the Children Read, they could not pronounce the Name of, Lore, 
or Feſws, or Chriſt, but would fall into Fits ; . and fay, Amy Duny ſays, 1 
muſt not uſe that Name. When they came to the Name of Satan, or Devil, 
they would clap their Fingers on the Book, crying out, This bites, but it 
makes me ſpeak right well | The Children in their Fits would often Cry out, 
There ſtands Amy Duny, or Roſe Cullender; and they would afterwards 
relate, That theſe Witches appearing before them, threatned them, that if they 
told what they ſaw or heard, they would Torment them ten times more than ever 
they did before. 

V. Margaret Arnold, the Siſter of Mr. Pacy, Teſtifi'd unto the like Sut- 
ferings being upon the Children, at her Houſe, whither her Brother had 
Removed them. And that ſometimes, the Children ( only ) would ice 
things like Mice, run about the Houſe; and one of. them ſuddenly fnap'd 
one with the Tongs, and threw it into the Fire, where ir ſcreeched our 
like a Rat. At another time, a thing like a Bee, flew at the Face of the 
younger Child ; the Child fell into a Fit ; and at 11ſt Vomited up a Tavc+ 
perny Nail, with a Broad 'Head ; affirming, That the Bee brought this Nail, 
and forced it into her Mouth. "The Child would in like manner be affauiced 
with Flies, which brought -Crooked Pins, unto her, and made her firit 
{wallow them, and then Vomit chem. She one Day caught an Inviſib'e 
Mouſe, and throwing it into the Fire, it Fluſl'd like ro Gun-Pow.ler, None 
Beſides the Child aw the Houſe, bur every one law the Flaſh. She allo de- 
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Clared, out of her Fits, that in chem, Amy Duny much tempted her to de- 
ftroy her (cf. { 

. VI. As for Anz Durent, her Facher Teſtified, That upon a Diſcontent of 
Roſe Cullender his Daughter was taken with much Illneſs in her Stomach _ 
great and fore Pains,like the Pricing of Pins: and then Swooning Fits,tro 
which Recovering, ſhe declared, She had ſeen the Apparition of Role Cul- 
lender, Threatning to Torment her. She likewiſe Vomited up diverſe Pins. 
"The Maid was Preſent at Court, bur when Cu/lender look'd upon her, 
ſhe fell into ſuch Fics, as made her utterly unable. to declare any 
thing. | | 

= Baldwin depoſed the ſame. 

VII. Fane Bocking, was too weak to be at the Aﬀlizes. But her Mo- 
ther Teſtiffd, that her Daughter having formerly been Afied with Swoon- 
ing Fits, and Recovered of them 3 was now taken with a great Pain in 
her Stomach ; and New Swooning Firs. That ſhe took little Food, but 
every Day Vomited Crooked Pins. In her firſt Fits, ſhe would Extend 
her Arms, and uſe Poſtures, as if ſhe catched at ſomething, and when her 
Clutched Hands were forced open, they would find ſeveral Pins diverſely 
Crooked, unaccountably lodged there. She would alſo maintain a Dif- 
courle ' with ſome that were Inviſibly preſent, when caſting abroad her 
Arms, ſhe would often ſay, I will net have it | but at laſt ſay, Then I will 
have it ! and cloſing her Hand, which when they preſently after opened, 
a Lath- Nail was found in it. But her great Complaints were of being Vi- 
fited by the ſhapes of Amy Duny, and Roſe Cullender. 

VIIL As for Suſan Chandler. her Mother Teftified, That being at the 
fearch of Roſe Cullender, they found on her Belly a thing like a Teat, of 
an Inch long ; which the ſaid Reſe aſcribed to a ſtrain. ' But near her Pri- 
vy-parts, they found Three more, that were ſmaller chan the former. - At 
he end of the long Teat, there was a little Hole, which appeared, as if 
newly Sucked ; and upon ſtraining it, a white Milky matter ifſued our. 
The Deponent further ſaid, That her Daughter __ one Day concern- 
ed at Roſe Cullinders taking her by the Hand, ſhe fell very. ſick, ang at 
Night cry'd out, That Roſe Cullender would come to Bed unto her. Her Fits 
grew violent, and in the Intervals of them, ſhe declared, That ſhe ſaw 
Rofe Cullender in them, and once havying of a great Dog with ber. Yhe alfo 
Vomited up Crooked Pins; and when the was brought into Court, the fell 
iato her Fits. She Recovered her ſelf in ſome Time, and was asked by 
tne Court, whether ſhe was in a Condition to take an Oath, and give Evi 
dence. She faid, ſhe could ; but having been Sworn, ſhe fell into her 
Fits again, and, Burn her' Burn ber ! were all: the words that ſhe could 
ottain power to ſpeak. Her Father likewife gave the fame Teſtimony 
'with her Mother 3 as to all but che Search.

IX. Hete was the Sum of the Evidence: Which Mr. Serjeanc Keeling, 
; the Chil. 
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dren were Bewitched, yet, ſaid he, it can never be Apply'd unto the Pri- 
ſoners, upon the Imagination only of the Parties Aﬀidted ; inaſmuch as 
no perſon whatſoever could then be in Safety. 

Dr. Brown, a very Learned Perſon then preſent, gave his Opinion, that 
theſe perſons were Bewitched. He added, That in Denmark, there had 
been lately a great Diſcovery of Witches; who uſed the very ſame way 
of AfﬀMicting people, by Conveying Pins and Nails into them. His Opini- 
on was, that the Devil in Wiechcratts, did Work upon the Bodies of Men 
and Women, upon a Natwral Foundation ; and that he did Extraordinarily 
afit them, with ſuch Diſtempers as their Bodies were moſt ſubje&t 
unto. 

| X. The Experiment about the Uſefulneſs, yea, or Lawfulneſs whereof 
Good Men have ſometimes diſputed, was divers Times made, That tho? 
the Afiaed were utterly deprived of all ſenſe in their Firs, yet upon the 
Touch of the Accuſed, they would ſo ſcreech out, and fly up, as not upon 
any other perſons. And yet it was alſo found that once upon the touch of 
an innocent perſon, the like effe& follow'd, which put the whole Court 
unto a ſtand : altho' a ſmall Reaſon was at length attempted to be given 
for it. 

XI. However, to ſtrengthen the Credit of what had been already pro- 
duced againſt the Priſoners, One Fob Soam Teſlifiid, That bringing 
home his Hay in' Three Carts, one of the Carts wrenched the Window 
of Roſe Cullenders Houſe, whereupon ſhe flew out, with violent Threaten- 
ings againſt the Deponent. The other Two Carts, paſſed by Twice, 
Loaded, that Day afterwards ; but the Cart which touched Cullenders 
Houſe, was Twice or "Thrice that Day overturned. Having again Loaded 
it, as they brought it thro? the Gate which Leads out of the Field, the Care 
ſtruck ſo faſt in the Gates Head, that they could not poflibly get it thro), 
but were forced to cut down the Poſt of the Gate, to make the Cart paſs 
thro', altho' they could no: perceive that the Cart did of either ſide touch 
the Gate-Poſt. They afterwards, did with much Difficulty get ic home 
to the Yard ; but could not for their Lives get the Cart near the place, 
where they ſhould unload. They were faih to unload at a great Diſtance ; 
and when they Were Tired, the Noſes of them that came io Afliit them, 
would burſt forth a Bleeding ; ſo they were fain to give over till nexe morn» 
ing ; and then they unloaded without any difficulty. 

X1T. Robert Sherringham allo Teſtit'd, Thar the Ax!e-Tree of. his Cart, 
happening in pafling, to break fome part of Roſe Cullenders Houle, in liver 
Anger at it, ſhe vehemently threatned him, His Horſes ſheauld ſuffer for it. 
And within a ſhort time, all his Four Horſes dy d 5; atter which nu fuftain- 
ed many other Loſſes in the {udden Dying of Ins Cattle, He: was aliortaken 
with 4 Lamenels in his Limbs; an fo vexcd with Lice of an cxtraording: 
ry Namber and Bignes, that no Art could hinder the Swarmir g of themy;: 
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X 171. As for Amy Diuny, *ewas Teſtifi'd by one Richard Spencer that he 


heard her ſay, The Devil would not let her Reft ; until ſhe were Revenged on 
the Wife of Cornelius Sandſwel. And that Sandfwel teſtifi'd, that her Poul- 
try dy'd ſuddenly, upon Amy Dwnys threatning of them ; and thae her 
Husbands Chimney fell, quickly after Duny had ſpoken of ſuch a diſaſter. 
And a Firkin of Fiſh could not be kept from. falling into the Water, upon 
ſuſpicious words of Duny s. ; 

XIV. The Judg told the Jury, they were to inquire now, firſt, whe- 
ther theſe Children were Bewitched ; and ſecondly, Whether the Priſo- 
ners at the Bar were guilty of it. He made no doubt, there were ſuch 
Creatures as Witches ; for the Scriptures affirmed it ; and the Wiſdom of 
all Nations had provided Laws againſt ſuch perſons. He pray'd the 
God of Heaven to dired their Hearts in the weighty thing they had in 
hand ; for, To Condemn the Innocent, and let the Guilty go free, were both an 
Abomination- to the Lord. 

The Jury in half an hour brought them in Guilty upon their ſeveral In- 
ditments, which were Nineteen in Number. 

The next Morning, the Children with their Parents,, came to the Lodg- 
ings of the Lord Chief Juſtice, and were in as good health as ever in their. 
Lives ; being Reſtored within half an Hour after the Witches were 
Convicted. | 

The Witches were Executed ; and Corfeſſed nothing'; which indeed 
will not be wondred by them, who Conſider and Entertain the Judgment 
of a Judicious Writer, That the Unpardonable Sin, is moſt uſually Committed 
by Profeſſors of the Chriſtian Religion, falling into Witchcraft.

(x But the Goyernment.requiring ſome Account of. his 
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Trial to be inſerted in this Book, it becomes me with all Obedience to ſub” 
mit unto the Order, 

I. This G. B. Was Indited for Witch-craft, and in the proſecution of 
the Charge againſt him, he was Accuſed by five or fix of the Bewitch- 
ed, as the Author of their Miſeries ; he was Accuſed by Eight of the 
Confeſling Witches, as being an head Actor at fome of their Helliſh Ran- 
dezvouzes, and one who had the promiſe of being a King in Satan's King- 
dom, now going to be Ereted: He was accuſed by Nige Perſons for ex- 
traordinary Lifting, and ſuch feats of Strength, as could not be done with- 
out a Diabolical Afiſtance. And for other ſuch things he was Accuſed, 
until about thirty Teſtimonies were brought in againſt him ; nor were 
theſe judg'd the half of what might have been conſidered for his Convicti- 
on : However they were enough to fix the Character of a Witch upon 
him according to the Rules of Reaſoning, by the Judicious Gaw/e, in that 
Caſe directed. 

II. The Court being ſenſible, - that the Teſtimonies of the Parties Be- 
witched , uſe to have a Room among. the Suſpicions or Preſumptions , 
brought in againſt one one Indicted for Witch-craft ; there were now 
heard the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons, who were moſt notoriouſly 
Bewitched, and every day Tortured by Inviſible Hands, and thele now 
all charged the Spe&res of -G. B. to: have a ſhare in their Torments. At 
the Examination of this G. B. the Bewitched People were grievouſly har- 
raſſed with Preternatural Miſchiefs, which could not poflibly be Diſſem- 
bled; and they ſtill aſcribed: it unto the endeavours of G. B. to Kill 
them. And now upon the Tryal of one of the Bewitched Perſons, te- 
ſtifed, that in her Agonies, a little black Hai:'d Man came to-her, ſay- 
ing his Name was B. and bidding her ſet her hand to a Book which he 
ſhewed unto her ; and bragging that he was a Conjurer, above the. ordinary 
Rank of Witches.; That he ofren Perſecuted her with the offer - of that 
Book, ſaying, She ſhould be well, and need fear nobody, if ſhe would but Sign 
5t 3 But he inflited cruel Pains and Hurts upon her, becauſe of her de- 
nying ſo to do, The Teſtimonies of the other Sufferers concurred with 
theſe; and it was remarkable, that whereas Biting was one of the ways 
which the Witches uſed for the vexing of the Sutterers; when. they. cry'd 
out of G. B. Biting them, the print of the Teeth would be ſeen on the 
Fleſh of the Complainers, and juſt ſuch a Ser of Teeth as G. 'B's 
would then appear upon them, which could be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe 
of ſome other Mens. - Others of them teſtified, That in their. Torments, 
G. B. tempted them to go unto a Sacrament,unto which they. perceived him 
with a Sound of Trumpet, Summoning of other Witches, who- quickly 
after the Sound, would come from all Quarters unto the Rendezyouz. 
One of. them falling into a kind of Trance, affirmed, that G.-B. had. car- 
ried her away into a very high:Mountain, where he ſhewed her mighty 
and glorious Kingdoms, and ſaid, He would give them all to her, if ſhe woul4, 
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write in his Book; but ſhe told him, They were mone of vis to give ;and refu- 
ſed the Motions; enduring-of much Miſery for that refuſal. 

It coſt the Court.a wonderful deal of Trouble, to hear the Teſtimo- 
monies of the Sufferers; for when they were going to give in their Do- 
poſitions, they would for a long time be taken with Fits, that made them 
uncapable of ſaying any thing. The Chief Judg asked the Priſoner, 
who he thought hindred theſe Witneſſes from giving their Teſtimonies ? 
Ard he anſwered, He ſuppoſed it was -the Devil. Tnat Honourable Perſon 
replied, How comes the Devil then to be ſo loath to have any Teſtimony born againſt 
you ? Which caſt him into very great Confuſion. | 

IT. It has been a frequent thing for the Bewitched People to be enter- 
tained with Apparitions of Ghoſts of Murdered People, at the ſame time 
that the SpeFres of the Witches trouble them. Theſe Ghoſts do always 
affright the Bcholders more'than_ all the other ſpe&ral Repreſentations ; 
and when they exhibit themſelves, they cry out, of being Murthered by 
the Witch-crafts or other Violences of the Perſons who are then in Spe- 
&re preſent. It is further conſidered, that once or twice, theſe Appari- 
tions have been ſeen by others, at the very ſame time they have ſhewn 
themſelves to the Bewitched ; and ſeldom have there been theſe 4 part 
tions, but when ſomething unuſual or ſuſpe&ed, have attended the Death 
of the Party thus Apgerring Some 'that have been accuſed by theſe 
Apparitions accoſting of the Bewitched People, ' who had never heard a 
word of any ſuch Perſons ever being in the World, have npon a fair Ex- 
amination, freely and fully confeſſed the Murthers of thoſe very Perſons, 
altho' theſe alſo did not know how the Appatitions had complained of 
them. Accordingly feveral of the Bewitched, had given in their Teſti- 
mony, that they had been troubled with the Apparitions of two Wo- 
men, who ſaid, that they were G. Bs two Wives, and. that he had 
been the Death of them ; and that the ' Magiſtrates muſt be told of it, 
before whom if B. upon lis Tryal denied it, they did not know but 
that they ſhould appear again in Court. Now, G. B, had been' Infa- 
mous for the Barbarous uſage of his two late 'Wives, all the Country 
over. Motcover, it was teſtified, the Spectre of G. B. threatning of che 
Sufferers, told them, he had Killed (beſides others) Mrs. Lawſon and her 
Daughter Am. And it- was nored, that theſe were the Vertnous' Wife 
and Daughter of one at whom this-G. B. might have a prejudice for his 
being ſerviceable at Salem Village, from whence himfelt had in ill Terms 
removed fome Years before : And that when they dy'd, which was long 
ſince, there were ſome edd Circumſtances about them, which'made ſore 
of the- Attendents there ſuſpect ſomerhing of Witch-cratt;, tho none Ima- 
gined from what Quarter tt ſhould come. | : ; 

- Well, G. B. being now -upon-his Tryal, one of rhe Bewitched Perfons 
was caſt into Horror at the Ghoſt of Bs rwo Deceaſed Wives then ap- 
Pearing before him, -and erying for Vengeance againit him. Hereupon _

ral of the Bewitched Perſons were ſucceſfively called in, who all not know- 
ing whar the former had ſeen ani ſaid, concurred in their Horror of the 
Apparition, which they affirmed that he had before him. But he, tho 
much appalled, utterly deny'd chat he diſcerned any thing of it ; nor was 
it any part of his. Convidtn. 

IF. Judicious Writers have affigned it a great place in the Conviction 
of Witches, when Perſons are Impeached by other notorious Witches, to be as ill 
as themſelves; eſpecially, if the Perſons bave been much noted for neglettimg the 
Worſhip of God. Now, as there might have been Teſtimonies enough of 
G. B's Antipathy to Prayer, and the other Ordinances of God, tho by his 
Profeflion, ſingularty Obliged thereunto ; ſo, there now came in againſt 
the Priſoner, the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons, who confeſſed their own 
having been horrible Witches, and ever fince their Confeflions, had been 
themſelves terribly Tortured by the Devils and other Witches, even like 
the orcher Sufferers; and therein undergone the Pains of many Deaths for 
their Confeflions. 

Theſe now teſtified,that G. B. had been at Witch-meetings with them; and 
that he was the Perſon who had Seduc'd,and Compell'd them into the ſnares 
of Witch-craft : That he promifed them Fine Cloaths, for doing it ; that 
he brought Poppets to them, and Thorns to ſtick into thoſe Poppets, for 
the-AfMiicting of othex Pedple; and that he exhorted them with the reſt 
of the Crew, to Bewitch all Salem Village, but beſure to do it Gradually, 
if they would prevail in what they did. 

When the Lancaſhire Witches were Condemn'd, I don't remember that 
there was any coriſiderable further Evidence, than thae of the Bewitched, 
and than that of forhe that confefted. We fe fo much already againſt 
G. B. But this being indeed not enough, there were orher things to render 
what had been already produced credib/e. 

V. A famous Divine recites this among the Convictions of a Witch 
The Teſtimony of the party Bewitched, whether Piming or Dying ; together with the 
joint Oaths of ſufficient Perſons that have ſeen certain Prodigious Pranks or Feats 
wroug bt ? the Party Accuſed. Now, God had been pleated fo to leave this G. 
B. = e had enſnared. hinielf by ſeveral Inſtances, which he had for- 
merly given of a Preternatural Strength, and which were now produced 
againſt him. He was a = Puny Man, yet he had often done things 
beyond the ſtrength of a Giant. A Gun of about ſeven foot Barrel, 
and fo heavy that ſtrong Men could not ſteadily hold it out with both 
hands ; there were feveral. Teſtimonies, given in by Perſons of Credit and 
Honor, that. he made nothing of taking up fuch a Gun behind the Lock, 
with but one hand, and holding it ont like a Piſtol, ar Armsend. G. 
B. in his Vindication, was fo fooliſh as to fay, That an Indian was there, 
and held is out at the ſame tine: Whereas none of the Spe&tators ever 
ſaw any ſuch Indies; but they ſuppoſed, the Black Man, ( as the Witches 
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give him that Afliſtance. There was Evidence likewiſe brought in, thee 

e made nothing of taking up whole Barrel filld with AMalaſſes or 
Cider, in very diſadvantageous Poſtures, and Carrying of them through 
the difficulteſt Places out of a Canoo to. the Shore. 

Yea, there were two Teſtimonies, that G. B. with only putting the 
Fore Finger of his Right hand into the Muzzle of an heavy Gun, a 
Fowling-piece of about ſix or ſeven foot Barrel, did lifr up the Gun, 
and hold it out at Armsend; a Gun which the Deponents thought 
ſtrong Men could not with both hands lift up, and hold out at the Bur- 
end, as is uſual. Indeed, one of theſe Witneſſes was over-perſwaded 
by ſome Perſons, to be out of the way upon G. B's Tryal z but he 
came afterwards with Sorrow for his withdraw, and gave in his Teſtimony : 
Nor were either of theſe Witneſſes made 'uſe of as Evidences in the 
Trial. ; 

VI. There came in ſeveral Teſtimonies relating. to the Domeſtick Aﬀairs 
of G. B. which had a very hard Aſpe& upon him ; and not only 'prov'd 
him a very ill Man ; but alſo confirmed the belief of the Character, which 
had been already faſtned on him. 

'Twas teſtified, that.keeping his two Succeſlive Wives in a ſtrange kind 
of Slavery, he would when he came home from abroad, pretend to tell 
the Talk which any had with them ; That he has brought them to the point 
of Death, by his harſh Dealings with his Wives, and then made the Peo- 
E about him, to promiſe that in caſe Death ſhould ' happen, they would 

ay nothing of ic ; That he uſed all means to make his Wives Write, Sign, 
Seal, and Swear a Covenant, never to reveal any of his Secrets ; That 
his Wives had privately complained unto the Neighbours about frightfnl 
Apparitions of Evil Spirits, wth which their Houſe was ſometimes infeſted; 
and that many ſuch things have been whiſpered-among the Neighbourhood. 
There were alſo fome other Teſtimonies relating. to the Death of People 
whereby the Conſciences of an Impartial Jury were convinced that G. B, 
had Bewitched the Perſons mentioned -in the Complaints. Bat I am for- 
ced to omit ſeveral ſuch: paſſages, in this, as well as in all the ſucceeding 
Tryals, becauſe the Scribes who took notice of them, have'not ſupplyed 
me. 

VII. One Mr. Rack, Brother-in-Law to this G. B. teſtified, that G. B. aid 
himſelf, and his Siſter, who was G. B's Wife, going out for two or three 
Miles to gather Straw-berries, R«ck with his Siſter, the Wife of G. B. Rode 
home very Softly, with G. B, on Foot in their Company, G. B. ſtept afide a 
little into the Buſhes ; whereupon they halted and Halloo'd: for him. He 
not anfwering, they went away homewards, with a qucikened pace, with- 
out expectation of ſeeinghim.n a conſiderable while; and yet when they 
were got near home, to their Aſtoniſhment, they found' him on foot 
with them, having a -Basket of Straw-berries. G. B.immediately ther fell 
to Chiding his Wife, on the account of what ſhe had been fpeaking-ro hd 
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Brother, of him, on the Road : which when they wondred at, he ſaid; X* 


knew their thoughts, Ruck, being ſtartled at that, made ſome Reply, intimar 
ting, that the Devil himſelf did not kaow ſo far ; but G. 8. anſwered, 
My God makes known your Thoughts unto me. The Priſoner now at the Bar had 
nothing to anſwer, unto what was thus witneſſed againſt him, that was . 
worth conſidering. Oaly he ſaid, Ruck, and his Wife leſt a Man with him, 
when they left him, Which Rack now affirm'd to be falſe; and when the Court 
asked G. B. What the Man's Name was? his Countenance was much altered ; 
nor could he ſay, who *ewas. But the Court began to think, that be then 
ſtep'd aſide, only that by the aſſiſtance of the Black, Man, he might put on 
his /nviſibility, and in that Faſcinating Mi#, gratifie his own Jealous Hu- 
mour, to hear what they ſaid of him. Which trick of rendring themſelves 
Inviſible, oar Witches do in their Confeſſions pretend, that they ſometimes 
are Maſters of ; and it is the more credible, becauſe there is Demonſtra- 
tion, that they often render many other things utterly viſible. 

VIII. Faltrinly, faulty, unconſtant, and contrary Anſwers upon judicial and 
deliberate Examimation, are counted ſome unlucky Symptoms of Guilt, in all 
Crimes, eſpecially in Witchcrafts. Now there never was a Priſoner more 
emineat for them,than G. B. both at his Examination and on his Trial. His 
Tergiver ſations,Contraditions, and Falſhoods, were very ſenſible : be had little 
to ſay, but that he had heard ſome things that be could not prove, RefleCt- 
ing upon the Reputation of ſome of the Witneſſes. Only he gave in aPaper 
to the Jury z; wherein, altho? he had many times before, granted, not only 
that there are Witches, bur alſo, that the preſent Sufferings of the Country 
are the effe&ts of horrible Witchcrafts, yet he now goes to evince it, That 
there neither are, nor ever were Witches, that having made a Compatt with the 
Devil, can ſend a Devil to Torment other people at a diſtance, This Paper was 
Tranſcribed out of Aay; which the Court preſently knew, as ſoon as they 
heard it, But he ſ:id, he had taken nong of-it out of any Book z for which, 
his:Evaſion afterwards, was, That a Gentleman gave him the Diſcourſe in 
a Manuſcript, from whence he Tranſcribed it. 

IX. The Jury brought him in Guiley : But when he came to Die, be ut- 
terly deni'd the Fact, whereof he had been thus convicted: 
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IL. 'Dhe Tryal of Bridget Biſhop, alias Oliver, at the Conrt of Oyer 
and Terminer, held at Salem, June 2. 1632, 


I. CHe was Indicted for Bewitching of ſeveral Perfons in the Neigh- 
bourhood, the Indictment being drawn up, according to the Form in 
I fuch 
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ſuch Caſes uſual. Andipleading, Not Gailty, there were brought in ſeveral 
perſons, who! had long undergone many kinds of Miſeries, which were pre- 
ternaturally inflifted, and generally. aſcribed unto an horrible Witcher aft. 

There wes little occafion to prove the Wrreberaft,. it being evident and no- 

terious to all beholders. - Now to fix the Witchcraft on the Priſoner at the: 
Bar, the firſt thing vſed,'-was the Teſtimony of the Bewitched; whereof 
ſeveral teſtifi'd, That the Shape of the Priſoner did oftentimes yery grie- 

vouſly Pinch them, Choek them, Bite them,and AﬀicCt them'; urging themta 
write their Names in a Beek, which the ſaid Sperecalled, Ours. One of 
them did further teſtifie,. that it-was the Shape of this Priſoner, with ano- 
ther, which one day took her from ber Wheel, and carrying her to the Ri-. 
ver-ſfide, threatned there to Drown her, if ſhe did not Sign to the Book: 
mentioned: which yet ſhe refuſed. Others of them did alſo teftifie, that 

the faid Shape, did in her Threats brag to them, that ſhe had been the 

Death of ſundry Perſons, then by her named; that ſhe had Rriaden a Man 

then likewiſe named. Another teſtifi'd, the Apparition - of -Ghoſts unto 

the Spectre of Brſbop, crying out, You Murdered ws |. About the Truth where- 

of,” there was in the: Matter of:Fa&t but too much ſuſpicion 

- + If. It was teſtifi'd, That at the Examination of the Priſoner before 
the Magiltrates , "the Bewitched were extreamly tortured. If ſhe did 
but caſt hec Eyes on them, they were preſently ſtruck down ; and this in: 
ſuch a manner as there could be no Colluſion in the Buſineſs, But upon: 
the Touch of her Hand upon them, when they lay in. their Swoons, they 

would immediately Revive ; and not upon. the Touch of any ones elſe. 

Moreover, Upon ſome Special Aftions of her Body, as the ſhaking of her 

Head, or the turning of her Eyes, they preſently and painfully fell into 

the like poſtures. And many of the like Accidents now fell out, while ſhe 

was at the Bar. One at the ſatgetimeteſtifying, That ſhe ſaid, She could 

not be troubled to fee the afflified thus tormented. | 

ITT. There was Teſtimony likewiſe brought in, that a Man ſtriking once 
at the place, where a bewitched perſon ſaid, the Shape of this Biſhop ſtood, 
the bewitched cried ont, That he had tore brr Coat, in the place then parti- 
cularly ſpecif'd z and the Woman's Coat was found to be Torn in that 
very place. 

IV. One Deliverance Hobbs, who had confeſſed her being a Witch, was 
now tormented by the SpeCtres, for her Confeſſion. And ſhe now teſtifi'd, 
That this Biſhop tempted her to Sign the Book again, and to deny what 
ſhe had: confeſs'd. She affirm'd, That it was the Shape of this Priſoner, 
which whipped her with Iron Rods, to compel her thereunto. And ſhe af- 
firmed, that this Biſhop was at a General Meeting of the Witches, in a 
Field at Salem-Village,and there partook.of a Diabolical Sacrament in Bread 
ant Wine then adminiſtred.. v. To 
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. Y. To render it further unqueſtionable, that the Priſoner at the Bar, was 
the Perſon truly charged in THIS Witcbcrafe, there were produced many 
Evidences of OTHER Witchcrafts, by ber perpetrated.' For inſtance, Fobr: 
., Cook teſtifiid, That aboyt five or fix Years:ago, one: Morning; about Sun- 
Riſe, he was in his Chamber afſaulted by the Shape of this Prifover : which 
look*d on him, grinn*d-at him, and very much hurt him with a Blow on the 
ſlide of the Head : and that on the ſame day, about Noon, the ſame Shape 
walked in the Room where he was, and an Apple ſtrangely flew out of his 
Hand, into the Lap of his Mother, fix or eight Foot from him. 
" VI. Samuel Gray teſtified, That about fourteen Years ago, he wak'd on a 
Night, and faw the Room where he lay full of Light ; and that he then ſaw 
plainly a Woman between the Cradle, and the Bed-ſide, which look©d upon 
him. He roſe, and it vaniſhed ; tho* he found the Doors all faſt. Looking 
out 2t the Entry-door,he ſaw the ſame Woman,in the ſame Garb again; and 
ſaid, In God's Name, what do you come for? He went to Bed, and had the 
ſame Woman again afſaulting him. The Child in the Cradle gave a great 
Screech, and the Woman diſappeared, It was long before the Child 
' could be quieted 3 and tho' it were a very likely thriving Child, yet from 
this time it pined away, and, after divers Motths, died in a ſad Conditiop. 
He knew not Biſbep, nor her Name; but when he ſaw her after this, he 
knew by her Counterance, and Apparel, and all Circumſtances, that it was 
the Apparition. of this Byſbop, which had thus troubled him. 

VI. Fobn Bly and his Wife teſtifi'd, That he bought a Sow of Edward 
B,ſhop,the Husband of the Priſoner 3; and was to pay the Price agreed, unto 
another perſon, This Priſoner being angry that ſhe was thus hindred from 
fiagring the Mony, quarrell'd with Bly. Soon after which, the Sow was 
taken with ſtrange Fits; Jumping, Leaping, and Knocking her Head againſt 
the Fer.ce ; ſhe'{eem'd Blind and Deaf, and would neither Eat nor be Suck'd- 
"Whereuppn a Neighbour ſaid, ſhe believed the Creature, was Over-looked ; 
ant! ſundry other Circumſtapces concurred, which made the Deponents be- 
lieve that Biſhop trad bewirched ir. | 
" VIII. Richird Corman teſtifi'd, That eight Years ago, as he lay awake in 
his Bed, with a Light burniag in the Room, he was annoy'd with the Ap» 
parition of this Brſbop, and of two more that were ſtrangersto him, who 
came and oppreſſed him ſo,that he could neither ſtir himfelf,nor wake any 
' one eMe.and That he was the Night after, moleſted again in the like manner; 
the ſkid 'Brſhop;taking him by the Throat, and pulling him almoſt out of the 
Bed. ' *4is Kinſman. offered for this cauſe to lodge with him; and that 
Night, s they were awake, diſcourſing together, this Comer was once more 
viſited by the Gueſts which had formerly been ſo troublefom ; his Kinſ- 
\man-beinf at the ſarne time ſtruck ſpeechleſs, and unable to moye Hand or 
: . YA Thr. <1: e--'2 Foot. 
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Foot. He had laid his Sword by him, which theſs unhappy <Epcares did 
ſtrive much to wreſt from him ; only he held: too faſt for them. He then 
grew able to call the People of his Houſe 3. but altho* they heard him, yer 
- they had not power to ſpeak or ſtir; untilat laſt, one of the People crying 
out, YVhat's the matter * The Spettres all vaniſhed, 

IX. Samuel Shattock teſtify*d, That in the Year, 1680. this Bridger Biſhop, 
often came to his Houſe upon ach frivolous and fooliſh Errands, that they 
fuſpeted ſhe came indeed with a purpoſe of miſchief. Preſently, where- 
upon, his eldeſt Chitd, which was of as promiſing Health and Senſe, as 
any Child of its Age, began to droop exceedingly ; and the oftner, that 
Biſhop came to the Houſe, the worſe grew the Child. As the Child would be 
ſtanding at the Door, he would be thrown and bruiſed againlt the Stones, 
by an inviſible- Hand, and in tike ſort knock his Face againſt the ſides of 
the Houſe, and bruiſe it after a miſerable manner. Afterwards this Biſhop 
would bring him things to Dye, whereof he could not imagin any uſe; and 
when ſhe paid him a prece of Mony, the Purſe and Mony were unaccount- 
ably conveyed out of a lock'd Box, and never ſeen any more. The Child 
was immediately, hereupon, taken with terrible Fits, whereof his Friends 
thought he would have dyed: Indeed he did almoſt bes but Cry and 
Sleep for ſeveral Months together ; and at length hiFUnderſtanding was: 
ntterly taken away. Among other Symptoms of an Inchantment upon 
him, one was, That there was a Board in the Garden, whereon he would 
walk ; andall the Invitations in the World could never fetch him off, A- 
bout 17 or 18 years after, therecame a Stranger to Shatrock*'s. Houſe, who 
ſeeing the Child, ſaid , Thi poor Child ss Bewitched ;, and you have a 
Neighbour living not far off, who is a Witch. He added, Tour Neighbour 
has had a falling out with your Wife; and ſhe ſaid, in her Heart, your Wife ts 4 
proud VVoman, and ſhe would bring me: i Pride in this Child. He then re- 
membred, that Biſhop had parted fromPis Wifein muttering and menacing 
Terms, a little before the Child was taken Ill. The aboveſaid Stranger 
would needs carry the bewitched Boy with him, to Biſhop's Houſe, on pre- 
rence of buying a pot of Cyder. The Woman entertained him in furious 
manner; and flew alſo upon the Boy, ſcratching his Face till the Blood 
came; and. ſaying, Thou Rogue, what doſt thou bring this Fellow here to plague 
me? Now it feems the Man had faid, before he went, That he would fetch 
Blood of her. Ever after the Boy was follow'd with grievous Fits, which 
the. Doors themſelves generally aſcribed unto YVitchcraft 3; and wherein 
he would be thrown till into theFire or the Y/Vater,if he were notconſtantly 
lookd after; and-it was verily believed that Biſhop was the cauſe of ir. 
- X. Jobn Louder teſtify*d,. That upon ſome little Controverſy with Biſhop 
about her Fowls, going well to Bed, tie did awake in the Night by. _ 
ight 
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Fgtit, and did ſee clearly the likeneſs of this Woman grievoully oppreſling. 
himzia which miſerable condition ſhe{held him,unable ro help himſelf, rill 
near Day. He' told Biſhop of this ; but ſhe deny*d it, . and*threatned him 
. very. much.. Quickly after this, being at home on'a Lords day, with the 
doors ſhut abouc him, he ſaw a black Pig approach him ; at which, he g0- 
ing to kick, it vaniſhed away. Immediately after, fitting down, he ſaw a 
black Thing jump in at the Window, and come and ſtand before him: The: 
Body was like that of a Monkey, the Feet like a Cocks, but the Face muel1 
likea Mans. He being ſo extreamly affrighted, that he could not ſpeak ; 
this Monſter ſpoke to him, and faid, I am « Meſſenger ſent unto you, for 1 
underſtand that you are in ſomeTronble of Mind,and if you will be ruled by me,you- 
ſhall want for nothing in this /Vorld, Whereupon he endeavoured to clap his 
Hands upon it; but he could feel no-ſubſtance;- and it jumped out of- the 
Window again ; but immediately came in by the Porch, tho* the Doots 
were ſhut, and ſaid, Ton had better take my Connſel! He then ſtruck at it with 
a Stick, but ſtrack only the Ground-ſel, .and broke the Stick: The Arm: 
with which he ſtruck was preſently Diſenabled, and it vaniſhed away: He 
preſently went out at the Back-door, and ſpied this Biſhop, .in-her Orchard, 
going toward her Houſe; bat he had not power t2 ſet one foot forward un- 
to her. Whereupon, returning into the Houſe, he was immediately- ac- 
coſted by the Monſter he had ſeen before z which Goblin was now going to- 
fly at him-z whereat he cry'd out, The whole Armour of God be between me and 
you! So it ſprang back, and flew over 'the Apple-tree; ſhaking many Ap- 
ples off the Free, in its flying over. At its leap, it: flang Dirt with-its- 
Feet againſt the Stomack of the Man; whereon he- was then ſtruck Dumb.,. 
and ſo continued for three Days together. Upon the producing of this 
Teſtimony, Biſhop deny*'d that ſhe knew this Deponent : Yet their two 
"Orchards oined ; and they had often Id their lirtle Quarrels for ſome 
years pperner, | | 

XI. VVilliam Stacy teſtify'd, That Teceiving -Mony bf this Byſbop, for: 
work done by him; he was gone but a matter of three Rods from her, and- 
looking for his Mony, found it unaccountably gone from him: Some time 
after, Biſhopasked him, whether her Father wohtld grind her Griſt for her ? 
He demanded why ? She reply'd, Becauſe Folks cont-me aVVixch, He an- 
ſwered, No queftion but be will grind it for you. Being then gone abour ſix. 
Rods from her, with a ſmall Load in his. Cart, ſuddenly. the Off.wheel. 
ſtump'd, and ſunk down into an hole, upon plain Ground ;. ſo that the 
.Deponent was forced to get help for the recovering of the Wheel : But 
ſtepping back to look for the hote, which might give him this Diſtaſter,. 
there was none atall to be found. Some time after, he was waked in the 
Night. bat it ſeem'd as light as day ;, and he perfealy ſaw the ſhape of this- .. 


Biſhop | 
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Biſhop in the Room, troubling of him; bat upon her going out, all was 
dark again. He charg'd Biſhop afterwards wizh «it, and ſhe deny*d it not ; 
but was very angry; Quickly after, this Depenent having been threatned 
by Bijbop, as, he was ina dark. Night going to the:Barn, (he was very fſud- 
denly taken or lifted from the Gropnd, and thrown-againſt a Stone-wall : 
After that, he was again hoiſted vp and thrown down a Bank, at the end 
of his Houſe. After this again, paſſing by this - Biſbop,/ his Horſe with a 
ſmall Load, ſtriving todraw, all his Gears flew to. pzeces, and 'the Cart fell 
down z and this Deponent going then'to lift a Bag of Corn, of - about two 
'Buſhels, cold not budge with all his Might. Maid 
. Many-other: Pranks. of. this Biſhop's this Deponent was ready to teſtify. 
He alſo teſtify'd, That he verily believ'd, the ſaid Biſhop, was the Inſtru- 
ment of his Dayghter Priſcilla's Death ; of which ſuſpicion, pregnant 
Reaſons were aſligned. 
XII. To.crown'all, : Fob» Bly and Y/illiam Blyteſtify*d,, That being em- 
Ploy'd by. Bridger Biſhop, to help to take down the Cellar- wall of themid- 
Houſe wherein ſhe tormerly lived,they didn holes of the. faid oldWall;find 
everal Foppers, made up of Rags and Hogs-briitles, with headleſs Pins in 
them, the Points being outward ; whereof ſhe could now give no Account 
-untothe Court, that was reaſonable or tolerable. | 
X111. One thing that-made againſt the Priſoner was, her being evidently 
convicted of groſs Lying in the Court, ſeveraltimes, while ſhe was making 
her Plea; but beſides-this,a Jury-of Women found a preternatural Teatup- 
.0n/her Body : But upon a fecond ſearch, -within 3 or 4 hours, there was 
no ſuchthing to be ſeen. There was alſo an Account of other People whom 
this Woman had afflicted ; and there might have been many more, -if they 
had been enquired for ; but there was no need of them. © ,:. 
XVI. There was one very ſtrange thing more, with which, the-Court 
was newly entertained. As this Woman was under a Guard, paſſing by the 
.gyeat and ſpacious Meexing:hquſe .of Salem, "(he "'gave:a look towards the 
Houſe : And immediately. a Demon inviſibly entring the Meeting houſe, 
tore down apart of it; ſo that tho* there was no Perſon to be ſeen there, 
yet the iPeople, at the noife, running in, found þ Board, which was 
{ſtrongly faſtned with ſeveral Nails, tranſported unto another quarter. of 
the Houſe.

I. -CU/anr Martin, -pleading Net Guilty to the Inditment of W itchcraft, 
dg broveht-in acainft her, "there were produced the Evidences of ma- 
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ny Perſons very ſenkbly and grievopfly Bewitched;z; who all; complained 
of the Prifoger 45 the'Barz, as, the Perſon whom they believed the cauſe of 
their Miſeries, - And. new, as well as in the other Trials, - there was an 
extraordinary Endeayour by Witchcrafts, with Cruel and frequent Fits, to- 
hinder the poor Sufferers. from giving in their Complaints, . which the 
Court was forced with much Patience to obtain, by much» waiting and 
watching for it, 3A; 

I1. There was now alſo an account given of. what; paſſed. at her firſt Ex- 
amination before the-Magiſtrates. The Caſt of her Eye, then ſtriking the; 
afflicted People to the Ground, whether they ſaw- that Caſt or no ; there 
were theſe among otherPaſſages between theMagiſtrates and the Examinate., 

Magiſtrate.” Pray, what ails theſe People ?

But the Beaſt ranfuriouſly up into the Iſlanc, and from thence, thorough 
the Marſhes, up into Newbury Town, and fo up into the Woeds ;--and there 
after a while found - near Amesbury. . So thar,' of fourteen good Oxen,

V. Bernard Peache teſtifi'd, That being in Bed,on the Lord's-day Night, 
be heard a ſcrabbling at the Window, whereat he then ſaw Suſarma Mar- 
tin come in, and jump'down uponthe Floor. | She took hold of this Depo- 
nent*s Feet, and'drawing his Body up intoan Heap, ſhe lay-upon him! near 
Two Hours ;. inall which time hecould neither ſpeak nor ſtir. At length, 
when he could begin to move, he laid hold on her Hand, - and pulling it up 
to his Mouth, he bit three of her Fingers, as he judged, unto the Bone; 
Whereupon ſhe went from the Chamber, down the Stairs, out at the 
Door. This DNeponent, thereupon called unto the People of the Houſe, to 
adviſe them of what paſſed ; and he himſelf did follow her. The People 
ſaw her not ; but there being a Bucket at the Leftshand of the Door, there 
was a dropof Blood fonnd upon it; and ſeveral more drops of Blood upon 
the Snow newly fallen abroad : There was likewiſe the print of her 2 Feet 
Juſt without the Threſhold ; but no more fignof any Footing further off.

11. 1a all the Witchcraft which now Grievoully Vexes-us, I know 
not whether any thing bz more Unaccauntable, than, the Trick 
which the Witchzs have 1 render them(elves,and their Tools /- 
viſible. Witchcraft ſeems to be the Skill of Applying the Plaitic 
Spirit of the World, unto ſome unlawful purpoſes, by means 
of a Confederacy with Ezil Spirics. Yet one would wonder 
how the Evil Spirirs themſelves can do ſome things 
eſpecially at Invi/:1iz.ing of the Groſſeſt Bodies, I can tclt the 
Name of an Ancient Author, who prete.ds to ſhow the way, how 
a man may come to wilk altout I-vsble, and I can tell the Name 
of another Ancient Author, who pretends to- Explode that 
way, But will not ſpeak too plainly Leſt I ſhauld unawares 
Poiſon ſome of my Readers, as the pious HHemingins did one of his 
Pupils, when he only by way of Diverſion recited a Sp:#, which; 
they had faid, would cure Agzes. Thns much LI will ſay ;; The 
notion cf procuring /rwiſinility, by any Natural Expedient, yet 
known, is, I Belieyc, a meer PLINYISM ; How far it may be 
obtained 
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obtained by a Magical Sacrament, is beſt known to the Dangerous 
Knaves that havetry*dit. But our Witches do ſeem to have got 
the knack ; and thisis one of the Things, that make me think, 
Witchcraft will not be fully underſtood, until the day when there 
ſhall not be one Witch in the World. 

There are certain people very Dogmatscal about theſe matters ; 
but Pll give them only theſe three Bones to pick. 

Firſt, One of our bewitched people, was cruelly aſfaulted by a 
Spettre, that, ſhe ſaid, ran at her with a ſpindle : tho? no body elſe 
in the Room, could ſee either the Spere or the ſpindle. Art laſt, 
in her miſcries, giving a ſnatch at the Spettre, ſhe pull'd the ſpindle 
away , and it was no ſoonergot into her hand, but the other 
ple then preſent, beheld, that it was indeed a Real, Proper, Iron 
ſpindle, belonging they knew to whom ; which when they lock*d up 
very ſafe, it was nevertheleſs by Demons unaccountably ſtole a- 
way» to.do further miſchjef, + - | 
' Secondly, Another of our bewitched people, was haunted with 
a moſt abuſive Spettre, which came to her, ſhe ſaid, with a ſhes a- 
bout her.. After ſhe had undergone a deal of Teaze, from the 
Annoyance of the SpetFre, ſhe gave a violent ſnatch at the ſheer, 
that was upon it ; wherefrom ſhe tore a corner, which in her 
hand immediately became Y3ſible toz Roomful of Spectators; a 

Ipable Corner of a Sheet. Her Father, who was now holding 
her catch*d that he might keep what his Daughter had ſo ſtrange- 
ly fiezed, but'the unſeen Spectre had like ro have pullt'd his hand 
off, by endeavouring to wreſ it from him ; however he ſtill held 
ic,and I ſuppoſe has ir, ſtill ro ſhow 3 it being but a few hours ago, 
namely-about the beginningof this OZever, that this Accident hap- 

ned; in the family of one Pitman, at Mancheſter. 

Thirdly, A young man, delaying to procure Teſtimonials for 
his Parents, who being under confinement on ſuſpicion of Witch- 
craft, required him to dothart fervice for them, was quickly pur- 
ſued with odd Inconveniences. But once above rhe Reſt, an Of- 
ficer going to. put his Brand on the Horns of ſome Cows, belonging 
ro theſe people, which tho? he had fiez'd for fome of their debrs,yer 
he was Willing fo leave in their poſſeſſion, for the ſubſiſtance of 
the poor Family $ this young man help'd in holding the Cows to 
he 2 6; branded, - The three firſt Cows he held well enongh ; bur 
when-the hot Brand was clap'd upon the Fourth, he wired and 
fbrxnk at ſuch'a Rate, as that ke could hold the Cow no longer.

The Corinthians, having upon the Apoſtles Dire&ion, Excom» 
municated one of their Society, who bad marricd his Mother-in- 
law,& this, as it is thought,while his own Father was Living too z 
the Apoſtle encourages them to Re-admit that man, upon his ve- 
ry deep and ſharp Repratance. He gives divers Reafons of his 
propounding this unto them z whereof one is, Leſ# Satan ſhoald 
get advantage of them ;, for, had the man miſcarried, under any 
Rigour of the Sentence continued upon him, after his Re;entance, 
*tis well if the Church it ſelf had not quickly fallen to pieces there- 
upon ; beſure, the Succeſs of the Goſpel had been. more than a 
little Incommoded. The Apoſtle upon this Occaſion, intimates, 
That Saran has his Devices ; by which word are meant, Artifices 
or Contrivances uſcd for the Deceiving of thoſe that are Treated 
with them well, Bur what ſhall we-do that we may come to this 
Cormthian Attainment, We are not Ignorant of Satans Devices? [Non 
euivis homini Contingit ! 

Truly, The Devil has 1Mi'e Nocendi Artes ;, and it will be 
impoſſible for us, to run over all the Srratagems and Policigs of 
our Adverſary. 1 Thall - 10” lp] a few Obſervations apon the 
Temptations of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; who was Tempred in all things 
like unto us, except in our Sins, VVhen wereid the Temptat.ons of 
our Lotd Jeſus Chriſt, in the Fourth Chapter of Marthew There, 
Thence, you will underſtand, what was once counted. ſodifficult; 
' Even, The way of a Serpent upen the Rock. There are: certain 
Ancient and Famous Methods which the Devil in his Temprarions, 
does moſtly accuſtome himſelf unto; which is not ſo much from any 
Barrenneſs, or Sluggiſhneſs in the Devil, but becauſe he has had' 
the Encouragement of a, Prebatum ef, apon thoſe horrid- Me- 
thods, How did the Devil aſſault the Firſt Adam ?

He would fait have driven our Lord-unto a Suſpicion of Gods care about 
Him;ſaid the Devil, To may dy for lack of Bread:zf you do not look better after 
your ſelf, than God 14 like to do for you. It is an uſual thing for Perſons 
$0 diſpair of Gods Farherly Care Concerning them ; they torture them- 
ſelves with diſtra&ting and amazing Fears, that they ſhall come to want 
before they dy 3 Yea, they even ſay with Zones, in Chap. 2. 4. 1am caſt 
ont of the ſight of God; He wont look after me ! But it is the Devil that 
is the Anthor of all ſach Melanchofy Snggeſtions in the minds of men. 
It is a thought-that often raiſes a Feaver in the Hearts of Married Per- 
ſons, when Charges grow upon them ; God will never be able-in the way 
of my Calling, to feed and cloath all my Little Folks. It is a Thovughc 
with which Aged perſons are often tormented, Tho?

Indeed, there is now —__ Holineſs of Places 
in our Days ; the Signs and Means of Gods more ſpecial Preſence 
are not under the Goſpel, ty'd unto any certain places : Never- 
theleſs there are places, where we uſe to enjoy much of God; and 
where, altho? God vilit not the Perſons for the ſake of the Places, 
yet he viſits the Places for the ſake of the Perſons. But, I am to 
tell you that the Devil will vt thoſe Places and beſt Perſons there. 
No Place, that I know of, has got fuch a Spe//upon it, as will al- 
ways keep the Devil out. The Meeting-Houſe wherein we Aſ- 
femble for the Worſhip of God, is filPd with may Holy People, 
and many Holy Concerns continually ; but if our Eyes were fo 
refined as the Servant of the Prophet had his of old, 1' fuppoſe 
we ſhould now ſee a Throng of Devils in this very place. The 
Apoſtle has intimated, that Angels come in among us ; thereare 
Angels it ſeems that hark, how I Preach, and how you H-ar, at 
this Hour. And our own ſad Experience is enough to intimate, 
That the Devils are likewiſe Rendevouzing here.: It is' Repor- 
ted, in Job 1, 5: When the Sons of God: came to:preſert ' ther ſelris 
before the Lord, Satan came atſo among them. When we are in 
our Church-Aſemblies, O how many. Devils, -do you imagine, ?

Even, To own the Devil asGod! a thing that can't be utrered, with- 
out unutterable Horror of Soul. The beſt man on earth, may 
have ſuch Fiery Darts from Hell ſhot into his mind. One that was 
attcd by the Devil, had the impudence io propecund this unto ſuch 
a good man as Job, Curſe God. And the Devil pleaſes himlelf, by 
chuſing the Hearts of good men, with his baſe Injetions, That 
there is noGod, or, That God is not 4 Kighteous God ; and a thouland 
more {nch things, too Deviliſh to be mentored. A good man is 
extrtamly grieved at it, when he hcars a B/aſphemy (rm the mouth 
of another man ; faid the Plalmiſt, in P;al. 44. 15, 16. Wy Con- 
fuſion is continually before me, for the voice of him that Blaſphemeth: 
'Buc niuch more when a good man finds a 8:4/phemy in his own 
'Heair;'O it throws him into moſt Fevouriſh Agunres of Soul, For 
this cauſe, a miſchievous Devil, will Flie blew che Heart of ſuch a 
man, with ſuch Blaſphemous 'Thonghts, as make him crie our, 
Lord I am &n weary of my life.
